George Thomas Giles was born in Lin- 
colnshire, England, April 16, 1846, son of 
Thomas H. Giles and Elizabeth Moore. 
He was baptized when eight years old, and 
emigrated with his parents to America in 
1856, settling in Wasatch County, Utah, 
in 1859. 

In 1864 he was sent back to the Mis- 
souri River as a Church teamster for emi- 
grants. He participated in the Black Hawk 
War in 1866. He was ordained a High 
Priest and set apart as second counselor 
to Bishop Forman in 1877, holding that po- 
sition until 1884. 

He married Sarah Daybell, daughter of 
Finity Daybell. She was born in Lincoln- 
shire, England, March 11, 1850. She came 
to Utah in 1864, in William Warren's 
train, arriving in Salt Lake City on October 
4, 1864. This marriage was blest with 13 
children, three being still alive. 46
